Despite the forced landing of the 
giant monoplane America at the end 
of «a long battle against almost avery 
form of adverse weather, leaders in 
acrial navigation said the voyage 
would encourage rather than discour- 
uge future trans-oceanic air journeys. 

Some of the lessons seen by aviation 
leaders were: 


That an air liner could fly thou- 
sands of miles over land and sea and 
under dangerous weather conditions 
without forfeiting life. 

That one of the greatest safecuards 
in long distance flying was a surplus 
supply large enough to keep a lane 
aloft until an emergency landing field 
could be found. 

That flights over vast distances 
could be accomplished despite defective 
navigating instruments, and that im- 
portant work still remains to be done 
in perfecting electrical equipment of 
airplanes.

“Coming from 
America, an aviator has anywhere 
from Norway to Spain to hit Europe, 
but an eastbound flye:, if he should 
miss St. John’s, Newfoundland, might 
pass the north of Newfoundland and 
strike the bleak coast of Labrador and 
be hopelessly lost.” 


FOUR-CORNERED RACE 
ACROSS OCEAN SEEN. 


London, July 2.—(#)—The forth- 
coming three-cornered international 
scramble for first honors in a west- 
ward trans-Atlantic flight is likely to 
find England and France up against 
a formidable combination of German 
flying talent. 

With the prospective early start of 
the noted British flier, Captain F. T. 
Courtney, and with the French air- 
men Brouhin and Lebrix prepared 
to fly over the Atlantic within a fort- 
night, as reported from Berlin, Ger- 
man plane and motor builders are pro- 
ceeding quietly to complete their plans 
for concerted actions on a scientific at- 
tempt to make the distance from Ber- 
lin to New York, with due regard to 
safety and the attainment of practical 
results. 

In addition to the Rohrbach works 
at Berlin, which are constructing a 
special semi-hydro airplane for Udet, 
the Junkers works at Dessau is ex- 
perimenting on a one-motor monoplane 
adaptable for a trans-Atlantic flicht, 
while the Keinkel airplane plant at 
Warnemunde is also reported to be 
making trials with a specially con- 
structed plane. 

While the question of a_ suitable 
motor is one of the chief difficulties 
confronting German contenders, it is 
said that both the Bavarian Motor 
works at Munich and the Dornier 
plant at Friedrichshafen are satisfied 
that the engine problem will be solved 
and that the foreign make of mo- 
tor can be dispensed with by German 
fliers.

In reviewing the past and remark- 
able record of .Buckhead Baptist 
church, Dr. Weaver said that it was 
founded on September 11, 1787. The 
Georgia Baptists held their annual 
conventions in.

Organized 100 years ago in the days 
when Atlanta was not even on the 
map and only an Indian trail marked 
Five Points, the Smyrna Presbyterian 
church, in Rockdale county, will hold 
a centennial celebration Sunday with 
all old members and former pastors 
as specially invited guests. 

Reading of an historical sketch of 
the church will be one of the principal 
events of exercises commemorating the 
organization of the church, while the 
former pastors present will be called 
upon for’ short talks. Several thou- 
sand persons are expected. to at- 
tend the home*coming. 

The celebration will be an all-day 
affair with a “basket lunch served at 
noon. The entire community is stirred 
over the event, according to reports 
from that section. 

The Smyrna Presbyterian church 
was organized February 11, 1827, by 


the Rev. John S. Wilson, with only 15 


members, Joseph Hollingsworth and 
Archibald Gilmore becomiug the first 
ruling elders, according to an histori- 
cal’ sketch of the @hurch, which has 
been served by 26 ruling elders, ten 
bearing the name of Hollingsworth, 
being direct descendants of the first 
ruling elder. 

Out of 18 ministers who have served 
the church, Dr. Henry Quigg stands 
out for length of service, having 
served for 42 years, afterwards serv- 


ing the Conyers church for 20 years. 
The first building of the Smyrna 
church was a log structure three miles 
from the present location. The second 
building was a frame church, now 
used as a schoolhouse, while the third 
and present building was erected in 


Nearly 2,000 persons have been con- 
verted and received into the church 
since its organization, the Smyrna 
church being considered one of the 
most fruitful in this section. ‘ A few 
years after its organization the first 
camp meeting was held under a brush 
arbor, and later a frame building was 
built to shelter the meeting. The last 
building erected is now used’ as an 
auditorium. 

In the 100 years since the organiza- 
tion of the church the people of the 
surrounding country have met annual- 
ly in a great religious camp meeting, 
and four years ago the camp ground 
was deeded to the Atlanta presbytery. 
A hotel has been erected, new cot- 
tages built, electric lights and water 
service installed and modern sanitation

FOR BANK LAW REVISION. 

One of the important measures 
pending béfore the assembly is the 
bill by Senator Shelby -Myrick, of 
the first district, to revise the 
state’s banking laws. It fs worthy 


members of the banking committees 
of both houses. 

It provides that bahking corpo- 
rations shall not loan funds to of- 
ficers or directors without the ap- 
proval of the banking superin- 
tendent. 

In principle this is right, of cer- 
tainly a step in the right direction. 
We would go further and inhibit 
such loans, directly or indirectly, 
without any reference or reserva- 
tion whatsoever. 

It provides for immediate reports 
to the superintendent of banks of 
any loan by one bank to another 
and of any transfers of moneys or 
collaterals from a parent bank to 
one of its branches, and the purpose 
of such loans or transfers. This 
is undeniably a safe and sound pro- 
vision to preclude the possibility of 
a recurrence of a banking crisis 
such as Georgia recently encoun- 
tered.

WORLD'S BUSIEST 


With the great majority of the 
world’s automobiles in the United» 
States one might. expect that in 
some city in this*country would-be 
found the world’s- busiest corner, 
that is, the spot where pass during a 

eriod of twenty-four hours, the 
argest number of motor cars and 
trucks and busses and pedestrians. 
But that distinction belongs to Paris. 
According to counts made by the 
French police the Place de l'Opera 
in Paris is the world’s busiest cor- 
Rer. 

Paris has a real problém in the 
handling of its vehicular and pedes- 
trian traffic regardless of its great 
boulevards and open spaces. Tram- 
cars have been prohibited in the 
center of Paris. 

Some time ago the definite sup- 
pression of all rail traffic within the 
walls surrounding Paris -was: advo-

cated and the transfer of the various 
railway terminals tothe outskirts of 
the city was proposed. But this met 
with such opposition on the part of 
the concerns mterested and involved 
such -a huge outlay that finally the 
project was abandoned. 

Horse-drawn vehicles are forbid- 
den in the center of Paris at certain 
hours of the day. 

Synchronized traffic signals have 
been introduced into Paris but have 
not been accepted as readily as they 
are in the United States. 

Motor vehicular trafac in France 
and especially in Paris is handled ; 
much more rapidly than it is in the | 
United States. The French love to | 
drive fast and the Paris taxicab 
driver is a marvel at getting out of 
tight places. 

America has no monopoly on traf- | 
fic problems. They are to be found 
everywhere.

It has been months since the first 
squawk against Cracker pitching was 
registered. But the figures presented 
above might prove interesting from 
the standpoint of past performances 
of the men that are now providing At- 
lanta with a hurling staff. 

Take, for instance, Tom Rogers. It 
was in 1916 that Tom earned the 
right to be called Gallatin’s pride. 
Pitching 317 innings that year, ‘om 
gave up the amazingly small number 
of 243 hits, way yonder less than a 
hit an inning. Seventy-five men scored 
against him that year—in 317 innings. 
Or take 1924 when he wore Memphis 
flannels. In 219 innings he loosed 
229 hits, me -\than a hit an inning, 
anc 95 runs\. \ve scored against iim. 

Tom is sth winning games—he’s 
won two more than he’s lost this year, 
at the half-way mark. But, in 101 
innings he has loosed 110 hits and 
(0 men have scored against him.

In explanation, only the Southern 
league records of these pitchers have 
been considered. Most of them have 
worked in faster leagues, and in slow- 
er, but year in and year out, the 
Southern is fairly steady as regards 
the class, and therefore. the past per- 
formances will always compare favor- 
ably to present. 

Perhaps, considering a half-year as 
comparable to one-half of any year is 
also a “lotta hooey,” but a guy named

At Apawamis Hoyt had to use his 
head constantly to accumulate his 
scores of 75 and 77. 

Consider his tactics at the 450-yard 
14th hole. The green is set on a hill. 
Fifty yards short of the green, in a 
little valley, a brook crosses the fair- 
way. 

Hoyt could have gotten over the 
brook on his second shot. Bat he 
asked himself, “What’s the use?” 

There wasn’t any use. The hill- 
side approach to the green would have 
stoppel his ball short, even 
he had carried the water hazard. If 
he missed on his second, he might 
have found the brook. He took his 
jigger, played short, pitched his third 
on the green and holed a par five. 
In a nutshell, he played his own 
game, not a younger man’s game. It 
was good strategy and it helped him to 
break a tournament record and win the 
title.

The home contains approximately 
24.000 cubic feet. 

Outline of recommended specifica- 
tions follow: 

Masonry: Concrete footings under 
all walls. as shown on drawings. All 
foundation walls to be poured con- 
crete made with Portland cement.

TWO WAYS TO SECURE ORDER. 

In home decoration, the different 
pieces of fyrniture should be grouped 
or mobilized in the most logical way, 
with reference to size, utility, con- 
venience, just as they are naturally 
associated in our daily life; for in- 
stance: fire place, chairs, end table, 
smoking stand, lamp, fire tools, pic- 
ture, mantel ornaments; davenport, 
window, chair, end table, lamp, cush- 
ions, book trough, victrola, chair, lamp 
picture; table, two chairs, mirror, 
flower vase, lamp. footstool, etc. 

Tf you need to be convinced of the 
advantages of the grouping method 
over the haphazird system, make up 
a list of all the objects mentioned 
above and try to memorize it; now di- 
vide up the list into four common- 
sense groups and see how much easier 
it is to memorize it that “way. 

Another requisement, if order is to 
reign, is to keep most of the furniture, 
especially the large pieces, and all 
rugs, regadless of their size, abso- 
Intely parallel to the walls; the dav- 
enport and piano sprawling diagonal- 
y across the corners violate the most 
sacred law of all.  Oceasionally, ex 
ceptions may be made for a chair or 
a tall square victrola. 

Now turn to the illustration ne 
count up the delinquencies. Persn- 
ally, I’d have» placed the. davenport 
in front of the triple windows, thus 
senting a logical center of interest 
and taking the first important step 
towards unity, order and harmony.

WHAT IS BALANCE? 

It is the lity of things that are 
evenly mat on each side of a 
given center, 2 : 

‘Balance is not always synonymous 
with symmetry. In symmetry thin 
that are exactly alike occup osanld

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‘the center; objects may balance each 


other crosswise or diagonally, an item 
in the southeast corner of a room, let’s 
say, having its mate in the north- 
west corner. Individual ingenuity is 
free to devise endless expedrents to 
vary group arrangement without de- 
stroying balance. 


Not only the group, but the whole 
room is subject to the principle of 
balance; doors, windows and fireplac: 
are usually placed so that they balance 
each other; they give the decorator his 
clue; wall compositions and other built- 
up groupings should also serve to 
equalize the decorative weights and 
masses on each side of the center o 
interest. The procedure is alway 
the same; having determined the cen- 
ter, distribute the secondary groups 
of single object#. alternately on each 
side, beginning with the largest an 
most important, 

Now, let’s study today’s picture: is 
it well balanced? No. There is no 
center of interest, for one thing. Then, 
whichever way we may look at it, 
there is no correspondence between the 
location and size of the different pieces 
of furniture.

Shortly 
it was again necessary to equip armies and man warships in the cause 
of freedom. During the life of every generation in this nation major

of the Tenements, Had a 
Sharp Eve for Business, 
but a Heart That Knew 
the Beauty of Sacrifice 
for Others. 


W the directory. it has 
ficial name—which nobody 
ever hears—being listed 
among the thoroughfares of 
the lower East Side. It is as 
old as New York, and it 

etched itself on the early maps when 

the city was inhabited by the good 

Dutch burghers and called New Am- 

sterdam. 

It seems to have followed a destiny 
of its own. In its beginning, in the 


an of- 


regime of choleric old Governor Peter, 


Stuyvesant, it was a meandering cow 
path leading to the river and a fa- 
vorite place for trysts and lovers’ 
journeys. And now, after three hun- 
dred years, it has kept the promises 
and borne the fruits of romance and 
voung love. New Yorkers know it 
as ““The Street of Children.”’ 

The Street of Children is no longer 
idvilic. A pastoral poet, assigned to 
paint its rustic beauties at so much a 
foot, would starve to death because 
all traces of nature, other than hu- 
man, have been obliterated § and 
buried. 

The footprints of lovers and the 
hoofprints of cattle are entombed to- 
gether beneath eight inch cobble 
Stones. Where, in the-city’s youth, 
Stretched greensward and meadow, 
and fen and wild lush grass studded 
with maple and oak, hickory and pop- 
lar trees, there now appear infrequent 
vistas of piled up garbage, defunct 
vegetables, and the disused -impedi- 
menta of primitive households. 

The borders of the street, butter- 
cups and violets and sweet grass, are 
shut in relentlessly by the solid, dirty 
faces of brick tenements. These faces 
are smudged with the dust of years 
and adorned with rusty but vigorous 
fire-escapes. They look like old har- 
ridans hung with cheap tarnished 
jewelry. 

The tenements are modern towers 
of Babel. They house the newcomers 
from the old world. From their vitals 
issue a cacophony of all the tongues 
of Europe; the brogue of the Irish, the 
determined shrill pipe of the Russian 
Jew, the excited liquid of the Italian, 
the gutturals of Poles and Lithuanians, 
and the verbose vowels of the eastern 
Mediterranean peoples. 

You can hear them all plainly about 
11 o’clock of any summer night, when 
it is too hot to sleep unless you are a 
play-wearied child, because they move 
from the inferno of the interiors and 
sprawl, olé families, on the fire- 
escapes, easpine éae a breath of pure, 
sweet air-—and newer getting it. 

The street itself, in the last 25 years 
or so, has tried heroically to break it- 


self of its century- 
old habit of ramb- 
ling. For three ful! , 
blocks it pushes to- 
ward the river in a 
magnifi.ent attempt 
at directness, like a 
drunken man try- 
ing to walk 
Straight. And for 
these three blocks 
it achieves an illu- 
sion of _ breath. 
From the narrow 
space of blue sky 
there pours into the 
well of the street 
the sun’s ravs con- 
centrated 4s though 
by a burning glass. 
Here settle the 
push cart men in 
the early morning 
to vend their wares 
all day: fruits, veg- 
etables. household 
utensils, dress 
goods, cheap orna- 
ments, laces, knick- 
knacks, everything 
that a possible pur- 
chaser could want. 


And here swarm children,

' dropped down from the ugly human 


warrens to play in the street in thou- 
sands. While they play and fight and 
raid the peddlers, they get the slant 
that is to determine their place when 
they are grown up; rich man, poor 
man, beggar man, thief, doctor, law- 
yer, merchant chief, mother or street 
walker, sister or trull, actress, singer, 
writer, or waitress. But this is so in 
all of childhood.

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When Justice Triumphed 


QODAY’S story is of the crime, 
conviction and execution of 
Mrs. Martha Place, the first 
woman and the only woman 
to die in the electric chair at 
Sing Sing, where Mrs. Ruth 
Snyder now awaits her doom. 


In view of the nation-wide interest 
in the Snvder case and the widespread 
belief that Mrs. Snyder is fated to be 
the second woman to die in the chair, 
the story of Mrs. Place and the ter- 
rific effort made to save her from 
electrocution is especially timely. Had 
some other man than’ Theodore 
Roosevelt been in the governor’s 
chair at Albany, it is not unlikely that 
Mrs. Place would have escaped the 
extreme penalty. Much the same 
problem. now faces Governor Al 
Smith. 

Mrs. Place’s crime was atrocious, 
in some respects more atrocious than 
the killing of Albert Snyder. She 
killed her stepdaughter in a rage of 
hate and jealousy, waited for her hus- 
band with an ax and then attacked 
him as he entered his home. He fe- 
mained conscious long enough to 
shout one word—*‘Murder!”’ 

Justice heard the cry and then _ pro- 
ceeded relentlessly to its duty. 

Should a woman be electrocuted ? 

The headlines screamed that ques- 
tion twenty-eight years ago while 
Mrs. Martha Place awaited the end in 
the death house at Sing Sing. Now 
perhaps they will scream again—tor 
another woman has taken her abode 
in the house of death. And _ the 
chances are against her escape. 

Not many people thought Mrs. 
Place would die in the chair. Her 
crime shocked the country, just as the 
crime of Ruth Snyder and Henry Gray 
Shocked it, and her conviction was 
swift, as theirs was. But despite this 
the idea of electrocuting a woman 


aroused vast opposition. Tremendous | 


pressure was exerted upon the gov- 
ernor of the state. 

But Mrs. Place died. She was the 
first and only woman ever electro- 
cuted at Sing Sing. 

The story revolves arqund the tra- 
ditional enmity between stepmothers 
and stepdaughters. Mrs. Place, an un- 


prepossessing farmer girl, married a - 


man with a heautiful, well mannered 


Ica Place. the slain girl. 


dauguter. It is posstbie that the man 
married her against his will, because 
of a relationship that had sprung up 
between them. 

Out of this situation came the re- 
volting crime in a house on Hancock 
Street, Brooklyn, February 7, 1898. 


Farmer’s Daughter. 


Mrs. Place was the daughter of a 
New Jersey farmer named Garretson. 
In her youth she might have been not 
unattractive, but at the time of the 
crime she was an angular, slatternly 
woman, irritable and embittered after 
a life of hard work an ddisappoint- 
ments. . In. 1884 she married Wesley 


Only Woman to Die in Chair at Sing 
Sing—Gov. Roosevelt Refused to 
Save Her From Execution 


Savacoll, who deserted her after a 
son, Ross, was born. 

From ail accounts this son was 
about the only thing in the world the 
woman ever really loved. She tried 
to keep him with her, but, failing, 
placed him in an orphan asylum. 
Later he was adopted by a wealthy 
harness manufacturer of Newark. 

In the years which followed the 
mother scrimped and saved in an ét- 
fort to gather enough money to he 
able to obtain and support her son. 
But the family in Newark would have 
nothing to do. with her, and in time 
even refused to allow the mother and 
son to meet. 

In. 1895 Martha Savacoll entered 
the home of a‘widowed insurance ad- 
juster, William Place, at 598 Han- 
cock street, Brooklyn, as a servant. 

The servant found there a young 
daughter, Ida Mildred Place. As 
housekeeper, the woman did all she 
could for the comfort of the child. 


the sight of her pedaling furiously 
alter the father and daughter. 


Renewed Efforts. 

Mrs. Place renewed her efforts to 
get back her son. She asked her hus- 
band if the boy might not come and 
live with them. He refused. The 
quarrels increased in intensity, be- 
came so fierce, in fact, that the po- 
lice were called in several times. On 
one occasion Mrs. Place was arrested 
for attacking her husband. 

On the morning of February 7, 
1898, a particularly bitter quarrel oc- 
curred. Place left the house in anger, 
and Mrs. Place and her stepdaughter 
kept it up after he had left. Appar- 
ently this last quarrel was deliberately 
provoked by Mrs. Place, for it de- 
veloped later that she had discharged 
her servant the previous day and had 
made arrangements to ship her trunk 
to Jersey. 

What followed after Place left the 
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Mrs. Martha Place, executed for the murder of her stepdaughter. 


Her kindness—which may have been 
feigned for the sake of getting into 
the good graces of here employer— 
caused the girl to be attracted to her. 
The two seemed to have formed a 
firm attachment for each other. 

In 1896 William Place, to the 
great mortification of his family, mar- 
ried his housekeeper. There were re- 
ports later that the woman had gom- 
pelled him to marry her under threat 
of revealing that a certain intimacy 
had sprung up between the man and 
his housekeeper. At any rate, they 
were married. 

Immediately the womans’ attitude 
toward the gir! changed. Young Ida 
was pretty and sprightly, her father 
was very proud and very fond of her. 
His tastes and hers coincided in a 
great many respects, whereas Mrs. 
Place was densely ignorant on all sub- 
jects but housekeeping. She was 
heavy-handed, ugly, uninteresting. 

So the thing slowly developed.. Mrs. 
Place raged when she saw her hus- 
band and his daughter playing their 
duets on the piano and violin, and 
again when they went off together on 
their bicycles. She bought a bicycle,

The acid had been kept in a closet 
used by Place as a dark room in his 
experiments in photography. He was 
an ardent camera enthusiast. Mrs. 
Place had been annoyed because he 
had taken so many pictures of his 
daughter and so few of her. 

Then she went to a rear bedroom 
on the second floor, where Ida had 
retreated after the quarrel. 

Mrs. Place walked into the room, 
dashed the acid in the girl’s face—for 


in her fiendish hate she wished to de-~. 


Stroy thes beauty of the child—and 
then sprang upon her victim like a 
tiger. She choked her and smother- 
ed her with pillows and held fast her 
grip until the girl’s struggles ended 
and her young body became limp. 
The woman waited until she was 
Sure that Ida was dead and then con- 
tinued her preparations to depart. 
And when she had finished her 
preparations she. obtained the family

ax and sat and waited for her hus- 
band. 

At about 6:30 p. m., Place came 
,home. He mounted the brownstone 
Steps, noting that there were no lights 
in the house and that the curtains 
were drawn in the front parlor. He 
unlocked the storm door leading to 
the vestibule, and then the other door 
leading into the hallway. 

Place entered the house and walk- 
ed along the dark hallway toward the 
back parlor. As he did so he heard 
the rustle of a dress—as though some 
one were coming down th estairs. 

“Hello,” he greeted, supposing it 
to be his wife. ‘Why have you got 
the house so dark?”

But there was no answer. The 
rustle came nearer. 

Then something hit the man. He 
thought it was a pistol, he said later, 
because he thought he saw a flash. 
Then something hit him again. He 
tottered, staggered down the hall and 
out the front door. 

“Murder!” 

The wounded man screamed the 
word at the top of fis voice. Then 
he collapsed. His wife pulled him 
back into the vestibule and locked the 
door. 

Presently policemen were batter- 
ing at the storm door. When no one 
would answer their summons, they 
broke in the door and found Place 
huddled in the vestibule bleeding from 
two deep gashes in his head. 

The policemen broke in the second 
door. An odor of escaping gas per- 
meated the house. They rushed up- 
Stairs and found Mr&. Place in her bed- 
room. She had opened a gas jet and 
then buried herself in bedclothes, as 
though seeking to escape the deadly 
fumes. 

“What did you do? Why did you 
want to kill your husband?”’ 

But the woman merely waved her 
hands about her head and acted as 
though she were in a trance. She was 
carried out of the house and placed in 
an ambulance. By this time Place 
had been carried off to the hospital. 
The ax wounds had penetrated his 
Skull. 

No Response. 

All this time the police knew noth- 
ing of the other crime. They did not 
know that Place had a daughter. But 
as neighbors gathered the question 
began to be asked—where was the 
daughter? So the police searched 
the house. When they reached the 
back room on the second floor they 
found it locked. 

They pounded on the door, but 
‘there was no response. Then this 
door, too, they knocked in. 

The room was in utmost disorder. 
Chairs had been upset, a workbasket 
overturned, and the bedclothes were 
all in a heap. 

And then the detectives saw feet 
sticking out of the heap.

One may as well expect to defy the 
laws of gravitation and-escape with- 
out broken. bones as to suppose that 
he can violate the fundamental laws 
of the spiritual realm and escape the 
consequences. 

False materialistic conceptions 
of life do not fit in even with the ac- 
tivities and pursuits otf our material 
world. They will not work. 

Dr. Charles A. Ellwood writes: 

‘“Self-interest as a dominant motive 
is bound to result in social failure, 
even in the economic sphere it Is 
bound ultimately to fail. When it 
dominates the worker will cease to 
work, will curtail production as soon 
as his selfish interest is satisfied; the 
employer will retire when his pile ts 
made, unless he has in the meantime 
acquired an overmastering greed. 
Our world cannot hope to go forward 
to a social life that is harmonious and 
while on such a basis.”’ 

The Gospel of Jesus Christ affords 
the only working basis for the inter- 
national relationhips of the world. 
The most impracticable men among 
us are the hard-headed  militarists, 
only they have nightmares instead of

The whole militaristic philosophy 
is blinder than a bat.

The trial of Martha Place for the 
murder of her stepdaughter—her hus- 
band had-gmiraculously recovered in 
the’ meanwhile—tonk place the fol- 
lowing July in the small Brooklyn 
county court.

belief that at last the death house was 
to have a woman guest. 

Like Ruth Snyder, the defendant’s 
court costume was sober black. Mrs. 
Place sat at ease, waving a palm-leaf 
fan, held gracefully in her gloved 
hand. Her small gray eyes darted 
about the crowded room, her lips 
were drawn tightly against her teeth. 
Throughout the proceedings she was 
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Shrewd and calculating, never once 


relaxing her stoical attitude. 

The jurors were earnest practical 
men who sat in judgment upon Mrs. 
Snvder. The jury was made up of 
a painter, a printer, a butcher, a 
builder, a machinist. a plumper, a real 
estate agent, a dealer in molasses, a 
box-maker, a produce dealer, a dealer 
in crockery and an advertising agent. 

Mrs. Place had practically no de- 
fense. The jury found her guilty of 
murder in the first degree. On July 
{4 Judge Hurd sentenced her to die 
in the e‘ectric chair the week. of 
August 29. 

The date, as usual, was automatic- 
ally set hack by an appeal for a new 
trial. The spotlight began beating 
with increasing ‘intensity upon the 
woman in Sing Sing.

And in Albany the governor of New 
York, who happened to be the late 
Theodore Roosevelt, went about his 
business. The waves of sentimental- 
ity lapped at his feet; figuratively 
speaking, he put his rubbers on and 
kept on working. He was not the sort 
of man to be disturbed by this sort 
of thing. 

Prominent persons were interview- 
ed by the score. In the main, the 
women were in favor of the death 
penalty for Mrs. Place. ‘‘Crime Has 
No Sex, Says Mrs. Foltz, Lawyer.”’ 
And again—‘“‘The Worst Man Is Not 
As Bad AS She—Mrs. Frank Leslie.”’ 

And in the main, the men—these 
were the chivalrous nineties, you'll re- 
member—were in favor of clemency. 

If the men did not come out openly 
and say they were opposed to elec- 
trocuting a woman, they said that 
while they didn’t think there should 
be any discrimination between sexes, 
they were against capital punishment. 
“1 do not believe in the execution of 
Mrs. Place because I am opposed to 
capital punishment.’”’ So went the

Societies passed résolutions, one

and held debates on the subject of 
Mrs. Place and the electric chair. The 
Medico-Legal society held a debate at 
the Waldorf-Astoria and came to the 
conclusion that women should not be 
executed. 

A. Oakley Hall, former mayor and

against the execution of a woman. 

Perhaps he had a political grudge 
against the governor. 

And, in the meanwhile, the court 
of appeals considered matters and the 
governor of New York went on work- 
ing. 

+ Two bitls were introduced in the 
legislature. Assemblyman Harburger 
introduced a measure early in Feb- 
ruary, 1899, ruling that ‘‘murder in 
the first degree is punishable by death, 
except in the case of a female who 
has been, or who shall hereafter be 
found guilty of said crime, then the 
punishment shall be imprisonment for 
the otfender’s natural life.”’ 

Governor’s Letter. 

Another bill was presenied bv As- 
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Theodore Roosevelt 


abolisument of the death pena‘ty in 
New York. 

Governor Roosevelt listened to the 
uproar and said, ‘“‘Under no circum- 
Stances will I be influenced’ by 
mawkish and maudlin sentimentality.” 


This was in February, after the 
court of appeals had denied the peti- 
tion for a new trial. Mrs. Place’s 
lawyers visited the governor and ask- 
ed him to commute the sentence to 
life on the grounds that the woman 
had shown evidences of insanity and 
had attempted to commit suicide on 
the day of the crime. 

On March 16 the governor wrote 
the following letter to Warden Sage 
at Sing Sing: 

“My dear Sir: In accordance with 
Mr. Collins’ excellent suggestion | de- 
sire to have a woman attendant with 
Mrs. Place. It might also be well to 
have a reputable woman physician, 
The district attorney, his assistant, 
the two clergymen nominated by Mrs. 
Place and any other witnesses entitled 
to enter by law you will see are al- 
lowed -in. , | 

“AS representatives of the press | 
desire you to have merely one repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press and 
one représentative of the Sun and 


other non-Associated Press ™ ners, 
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but I wish you also to see that no 
one of those otherwise admitted is a 
correspondent of any newspaper. 

“I particularly desire that this sol- 
emn and painful act of iustice shall 
not be made an excuse for that species 
of hideous sensationalism which is 
more demoralizing than anything else 
to the mind. 

“Very truly yours, 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

In other words, Governor Roose- 
velt had decided not tod interfere with 
the carrying out of the sentence pre- 
scribed. Warden Sage said in a state- 
ment to the press that it was dis- 
agreeable, but it was his duty. .The 
nrenarations for the execution 
went on 

Excitement Increases. 

As the date approached. March 20, 
the excitement increased and reached 
its greatest heights the morning of 
the 20th. 

The execution was without any un- 
usual incidents. Mrs. Place disolayed 
ereat fortitude. One shock of less 
than a minute’s duration caused death. 
The current was turned on a second 
time merely because it was cus- 
tomary. 

Mrs. Place, when she died, held in 
her hand a copy of the book of 
Psalms, which she had appropriately 
inscribed as a gift to her husband. 

The body rode on the Pennsvivania 
railroad on a pass—her brother was 
an emplovee of the road—and was 
buried in East Mi'lstone cemetery, 
East Millstone, N. J. 

Five months later William Place re- 
married. His third wife was Isabelle 
Mae Stvles, a divorcee.

The patriotic cap and apron illustrated in the above 
sketches will make a “hit” at picnics or lawn parties. If one- 
half of a piece of cardboard cut into an irregular shape, is placed 
in a pocket and the matching half in a boy’s cap, the boy and 
girl holding the pieces that fit together will be partners for the 
'games and refreshments. 

All of the materials required are three rolls of crepe paper, 
one red, one white and one navy blue. 

Cut a rectangle, 16 by 18 inches, from the whitepaper as

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How to Build a Fire

There is an old saying tpat one 
glance at a camper's fire will tell what 
sort of a woousman is the camper 

When you go camping ane spend 
nights ra the open, or even when you

Except perbaps in very dry weather, 
fires can not be built successtully by 
scraping together a handful of leaves 
and twigs upen the ground and cas- 
ually applying a match to the con- 
glomeracion. In all probability, be- 
fore vou have a blaze gorag you will 
have used up all your matches and al! 
your temper and have succeeded only 
in getting some smoke in your eyes.

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You will certainly have violated one 
of he rules of good woodcraft— 
never to use more matches than are 
absolutely necessary to start a fire. 
and if possibie not to use more than 
one match. 

If you wish to obtain the one- 
match-to-one-fire ideal, you must first 
make sure every time you build a fire 
and before you strike the match that 
all your preparations are correctly 
made. 

One good rule to go by is not to use 
leaves as tinder. Sometimes, if leaves 
are dry and not too old, they will 
burn readily enough to ignite your 
kindling and to get your real fire zo- 


pointment and give off far more smok 
than good, hot flame. 

An expert woodsman does not use 
twigs or small sticks or little branches 
that lie flat on the ground. Excep: in 
times of drought, sues material will 
be damp on the side upon the ground 
As a preliminary to starting his fire, 
the experienced § firemaker looks 
around for twigs or small sticks or 
little branches that are completely dry. 
He collects a handful of these, selects 
the best three or four, and lays the 
others by for the moment. With his 
pocket knife he then proceeds

three or four sticks 
means that he starts 
near the bottom of the stick and 
whittles the stick almost through in 
a number ot places but always leaves 
the shavings attached. When the 
sticks have thus been “feathered” they 
are arranged ‘n tripod fashion so that 
the shavrags curl down toward ‘the 
ground The other dry sticks are 
then placed around the tripod. Care 
is used to leave openings so that suf 
ficient air can get in between the 
sticks near the ground to create an 
upward draft. . Dry, larger sticks are 
then gathered—the number and size 
depending upon the use to which the 
fire is to be o.ut—ead are laid to one 
side within convenient reachirg dis 
tance.

Well, to begin with, you are to do 
the best you can. Your resourceful- 
ness will simply be taxed a bit more 
heavily. The first thing is to find 
some wood “that is dry. Look under 


logs that do not rest their full length 
upon the growad, look under rocks 
that jut out from hills or hollows, 
look under leaning trees. Perhaps you 
can tear apart an old stump and find 
dry wood in it. If you are in a coun- 
try of oirch trees, try to find some 
dry birch bark. If there are dead 
pine trees around or rotting pine 
stumps, knock out some pine knots. 
On the hardwood trees you can always 
find some dead, small branches cling- 
ing to the trunks. If you scrape off 
the bark from these branches, the 
inside will be dry. 

Remember that the making of a fire 
in the open in wet weather is a real 
test of your ability as a woodsman. 
The resourcefulness you show in fiad- 
ing dry material is one indication of 
your skill in shifting for yourself 
Indians and frontiersmen start fires in 
all weathers and you can do the same 
if you try hard enough.

Then there is the fire that leaves a 


steady heat for making biscuits or 
potatoes or roastiag meat. You ob- 
tain this kind of a fire by adding to 
the first fire sticks or limbs large 
enough to leave coals of ‘a good size 
but not so large as to require sey- 
eral hours to burn. 

There is also the fire you will want 
for heat when you spend the night un- 
der the «ky. From this fire you de- 
sire that it burn steadily and give off 
enough heat so that you don’t have 
to crawl out of your blankets every 
hour or so during the aight to pile 
on wood, and you furthermore wish 
this fire to throw the heat where it 
will do you the most good. 

To accomplish all this, build your 
fire against a sound log of suffimient 
size to burn throughout the nicht. 
Pitch your tent or lay your blankets 
that the fire will throw its heat 
forward upon >ou. Before you ga to 
bed, have the fire burning briskly with 
small logs or chunk: and make a pile 
of these close it hand so that you may 
easily lay additional fuel upoa the fire 
as required throughout the night.

Make sure before you go that your 
fire is completely out. Never teave a 
smouldering fire. ‘Son can never tell 
when it will blaze up and what dam- 
age it may do.
